Which 5Food only in Meats and Drinks, and 
Divers waſhings, and Carnal Ordinances ( In the Mar- 
gent there again, it is Rites or .Ceremonies) 1mpoſed or: 
them antil the Time of Reformation, Heb. 9.9, ro, Now 
ro ule and retain the figure (till, when the thing figured is 
come, this muſt be Nontenſe and Abſurdity,. and God is 
not pleaſed with, nor yer doth accept of the Sacrifice of 
Fools. Ando if there is any thing in ſuch a way of 
Worſhip, which cannot make him that doth*the ſervice, 
or uſes that kind of worſhip perfeR, as pertaining to the 
Conſcience, it is evident that here People ſhould not al- 
ways reſt therein, bur go further and preſs ſtill after the 
mark of the high Calling, after thoſe things which can, 
or at leaſt in more meaſure, make them that do the Ser- 
Vice, or ule the Worſhip. Perfect, as pertaining unto the 
Conicience. And as the. Jewiſh Worſhip did ſtand only 
in Meats and Drinks, and Divers - Waſhings, and Carnal 
Ordinances Impoſed on them until the time of Reforma- 
tion : So it may be obſerved, that the National Worſhip 
doth {omewhar confilt in Meats ; for it doth preſcribe its 
Meat days and its Fiſh days; and in Divers Bowings and 
Geltures, and ſuch and ſuch kind of Rites and Ceremo- 
nies, are tO be obſerved and impoled upon the People 
by the Precept of Men, Ia. 29. 13. Not here throughl 
contidering and attending unto the laſt Words. Which

included ) which was once delivered anto the Saints, do al- 
fo contend earnettly that God ought ro be wgrſhipped on- 
ly the firit way 3 and they are for having every Plant in 
his worſhip which our Heavenly father hath not Plan- 
ted, to be Rooted up. Bur as for the others again, who 
have lought and found out many Iaventions in the wor- 
{ſhip of God after the Commandments and Do&rines of 
Men, they are for keeping unto them till, rhinking with- 
in themlelves and alledging to one another, as Demetrius 
d1d to his fellow Crafts-men, Te know that by this Craft,” 
we have our wealth, And fo it is, By theſe Liturgies, 
Rites, Ceremonies, Traditions and Inſtiturions of our 
cwn, we have our Church Preterments and Livelihood ; 
Andit we ſhould once yield or conſent unto them, who 
O about to perſwade and turn away the People, That as 
aul ſaid, they be no Gods which are made with hands : So 
rhat 1s not the worſhip of the true God, which is the. 
Circumciſion made with hands, That is not the worſhip 
of the true God (for he is not pleaſed therewith, nor 
will accepr of is) which is made and deviſed by Man. 
' However, 
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However, this Foundation and Truth lands firm, it t6-* | 
ing an Eternal” Maxim fixed in the Heavens; Notwith- 
Rtanding Men through Corrupt Interelt would gainſay, or 
diſtinguiſh againſt 1r. But uf this cruth were once Hai 
verlally received into the minds of Men, as indeed iz | 
ought to be, lo as for them to obey 1t and do according- 
ly, what would be the Conſcquence of all 2 It follows 
So that not only this our Craft 1s in darger ts be ſet at | 
naught ; We ſhould not only be in danger to loſe our | 
Tythes and Church Revenues, and our Cathedral ſervice 
would be deſpiſed, and the Yagnificence and outward 
{hew and Pomp of our worſ}up would be deſtroyed. 
Which the Rich and Chief of rhe People are moſt of all 
for. Such being the Vaniry ot their. minds, as ro fallely 
think that God 7s altogether ſuch an one as themſelves 
Plal. 50. 21. So that becaule they like nothing but what | 
15 coſtly, and makes a Goodly outward ikew, chereupor!' 
they wrongly imagine as it God was'not pleaſed withany 
worſhip, but what did make an outward ſhew. As to | 
which it is thus Written, The Kings Dawzghter ( whereby 
My ftically and Spiritually is lignitied the Church of 0d) 
is all Glorious within, Plal. 45. 13. The Kingdom of God 
cometh not with Obſervation (in the Margent there it is 
with outward ſhew) Neither ſha!l rhey ſay, Lo here, v | 
Lo there ; for behold the Kingdom of God is within you, | 
I.uke 17. 21. The true worſhip of God doth nor ſtand, 
nor tonfiſt in Divers waſhings or iprinkimgs, or in Car- 
nal Ordinances impoled on the worſhippers until the 
Time of Reformation ( which words do imply that they | 
ſhould be utterly laid afide now the Tume of Reformat:- k 
on is fully come under the Golpel ) nor yet doth the true 
worſhip of God ſtand or confiit fo much in Divers Bow- 
inzs and Cringings, or Geltures, bur 1t is an inward 
thing ; for what 15 Spiritual or 11 Sprrir, 1s inward. Bur 
they being 2ainly puffed ap in their fleſhy mind, Colol. 2. 
18. Wouid.have Goſpel worſhip, waich 1s altogether an 
Inward and Spiritoal thing, to bz ſo modelled and fram- 
ed, as to make a fair ſhew in the fleth ; and they have 
got their Worldly Intereſt and Livelihood to be interwo- 
ven and mixed therewith. 


This 
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This is the very reaſon why the Errour and Corruption of the 
Papacy bath been 2nd continued to long,even unto this Day.and 
the end ther eof is not as jet. The Prieſts and Clergy Men thereof, 
who ma» be ſtill tbe Corrupters of all, what was before true 
and undefiled Relighun, l:ave got into their hagds and poſſeſſions 
ach and ſuch Revenues and Riches and Tythes, and yearly 
Eftate, called St, Fer:rs Parrzmony, and the Patrimony of the 
Church ; and they well knowing the conveniency th-reof, and 
the» bcing. in no wiſe willing to part with them, this makes them 
to ſickle might and main tor their own Errours and Corrupti- 
ons. And theſe Leaders of the j'eople cauſe them to err, as fo 
many Thouſands blindly and wiferably do in what 1s called a 
great Part of the Ciriſtian v orid. The like Errour and Cor- 
ruption, alcho it be in a much leſs degrce and meaſure, remains 
as Yet even 1n the refurmed Church of England. For if 1t were 
once mocelled according to the. Pure Word of God, or if all 
things therein were done according to the Pattern ſhewed to us 
in the Goſpel ; It ſhould be vet further Reformed even from 
thole Rites and Ceremonies, and Carnal Ordinances and Tmpofti- 
tians of Men. Bur 1ince that there is ſuch a Maintenance and 
Livelihood ſer out by a National Law to the Clergy-Men thereof, 
for uſing and keeping thoſe Rites and Ceremon:es, and Carnal 
Ordinances, and Humane Impoſitions. As they have been kept: 
and retained hitherto for this reaſon, ſo 1n all Likelihood and 
Probability they will be kept and retained yet longer, any Law 
cr Ordinance of God to the contrary Notwithftanding, Altho 
herein alio our firft Retormers frem out of Popery, ſeemed to 
tave uled the like method as the' Apoſtles and firft Chriftians 
did in retorming trom Judaiſm, For as they did retain for ſume 
time a few. Fewiſh Ceremonies, that they might hereby the ſooner 
gain an bring over the Jews, as Paul for this fame reaſon did 
Circumcl'e Timothy ; All which Fewiſh Ceremonies, the Chriſti- 
22 Church aid by degrees and at length utterly lay afide, when 
here was 10 Hopes or Likelihood further, to Convert the Fews 
unto the laith. $So our fiſt Reformers from Poperv, did retain 
ome Popiſh Ceremcouies and a great Part of the Liturgy which 
wastne ſame in ihe Ma's Book; but ſuch as had nothing of the 
Leaven or Errour of topery therein. As the Croſs in Baptiſm, 
wearing the Surplice, Bowing towards the Altar and ſuch like ;
